BUILDING 


E have stressed, in these columns, over a num- 
ber of years past, the importance of a new 
view of the urban character and its skyline. 

New types of building are taking the place of the older 
ones ; high office blocks, many-storied honeycombed 
edifices for daily work and living, factories that are 
described not by square footage but by the acreage 
and power stations that deal not in thousands of 
kWs but in hundreds of MWs, that have not a single 
smoke-stack but three or four. The sizes of these 
power stations are greater even than the mass of the 
medieval cathedrals and abbeys that until the present 
century formed the focus around which so many of 
our towns have grown. 

The Royal Fine Art Commission has drawn atten- 
tion to the problems arising on several occasions since 
the end of the war, and numbers of architecturally 
minded people have deplored the attitude which 
struts Out its smart thoughts about the new power 
stations being the cathedrals of the new era and about 
treating them accordingly. This attitude started even 
before the war, and we are now struggling to get away 
from a legacy or preconception of pseudo-monu- 
mentality, extravagant architectural character and 
over-elaborate details. 

It is strange that, whereas the mistake should have 
been avoided because of architectural sense and 
sensitivity and because of the efficiency of physical 
planning, the latest word of warning and condemna- 
tion, and probably the word that will stop the rot, 
has come from a hard-headed Committee of engineers 
working with a surveyor and an architect, under the 
chairmanship of Sir Hugh Beaver. This Committee 
has just reported to the Minister of Fuel and Power.* 
Perhaps this is not so strange ; for, as has been said 
before, touch his pocket and the Britisher thinks 
again and even art and architecture conform. And 
that is what this Committee has been considering,

for its terms of reference were to investigate savings 
of materials and manpower in the planning, designing 
and construction of power stations. 

The Committee limits its consideration of the future 
to the next ten years, and therefore is still concerned 
with coal-fired steam power-stations even though 
these may be affected ultimately or even eliminated 
by developments of the gas-turbine or the use of 
atomic energy. The Report comes down heavily in 
favour of (a) right siting for power stations (inci- 
dentally disagreeing with the location of Bankside 
station, too late, alas, to be effective), urging a long- 
term programme for the selection of sites and asking 
that the number of sites should be minimized by 
increasing the size of individual power stations ; (6) a 
reduction in size of the covered parts of stations, 
indeed of the total area of stations, by means of more’ 
standardized equipment and other methods ; in other 
words, a demand for the “ semi-clad” station designed 
for its function and not as a cloaked monument using 
millions of facing and other bricks. ‘“‘ There is no 
justification for the ‘ architectural’ treatment of 
power station buildings, in the sense of disguising 
them as cathedrals,” a point of view that does not 
yet appear to have been accepted by those concerned. 
There are other and more suitable cladding materials 
than brick and the latter material should be con- 
sidered as more useful to carry moderate loads in 
housing and other low-height buildings, (c) reduce 
the present tendency to provide over-elaborate office 
accommodation for power stations and keep it in 
separate blocks. Finally (d),“‘ The Authority (B.E.A.) 
should ensure that architects be integrated as equal 
partners in the design team (for power stations) and 
that there is a willingness to experiment with new 
building techniques.” 

No consideration is given in the Report for the 
effect that a wider use of district heating may have 
on the location and design of power stations. It is 
as important to utilize waste heat as to curtail the

misuse of bricks and the relationship of new stations 
to development schemes, industrial or domestic, 
should be recognized as a factor influencing not only 
siting but design. 

There are a number of other matters of much 
administrative and statistical interest in this Report, 
a document upon which the Committee should be 
congratulated. What will be its effect ? It has taken a 
long time to arrive at its commonsense outlook ; 
the publication may be well timed and have results, 
or it may prove to be the sort of shock that the well- 
entrenched and ponderous machine that is grinding 


out the country’s electrical future will come to the 
conclusion can be ignored. 


WHAT IS THIS PLANNING ? 
E quote from a Paper by Mr. Derek Walker- 
Smith, M.P., read to the annual Local 
Government Conference of the National Union of 
“ there 
are’. . . dangerous artificialities about planning even 
in county units without a national plan. The 
problems of the conflict of land use require 
consideration by the Government as a whole so that 
the interests of good production, amenity and 
development can proceed with minimum detriment 
to each other and maximum benefit to the nation as 
a whole.” 

There has been a comment on the decision by the 
Kent Planning Committee that the North Downs 
Trosley Towers Estate development should not be 
allowed to proceed in the form submitted; the 
comment is by the Managing Director of the develop- 
ment company: ‘ We recognize that we overdid it 
on the North Downs,” but it was decided to submit 
the plans as a test, knowing that they would have to 
be pruned. Are we now to presume that this scheme 
will proceed on the lines of a Dutch auction as 
between the Kent County Council and the develop- 
ment company, whatever the County Development 
Plan has to say and in the absence of a National Plan ?

COMMENTS 
THE NEW MACCARTHYTECTURE ? 

The general appearance of the Farnsworth house 
designed by Mies Van Der Rohe and finished some three 
years ago is probably familiar to most of you. It is, per 
haps, not exactly the sort of house which the majority of 
us would like to live in even at week-ends, but it is never- 
theless a masterpiece of restraint, proportion, detailing, 
and superfine workmanship. It is, in a word, precisely 
what one would expect Mies to produce. It took five years 
to design, which is a long time for a week-end cottage with 
only a single room. It cost a great deal of money. The 
original estimate is said to have been round about $40,000 
while the final account came to some $73,000. This led 
to a lawsuit and counterclaim between architect and client 
The client lost, the architect won, and Dr. Edith Farns 
worth came in for a certain amount of ridicule. You may 
wonder how such a building could possibly cost so much 
money. This may help to explain. The 
welded and to get the finish required by the architect 
all weld marks were ground down on the site and-the whole 
of the exposed steel frame was sandblasted to complete 
smoothness before painting. With this type of require- 
ment money can quickly be spent in large quantities 

If a client sets out to spend £x and finally is asked to 
pay £2x, rough words and lawsuits cannot be’ excluded 
as possibilities. I do not know the facts of the case but, 
having watched the design develop for five years, Dr. 
Farnsworth must have had a pretty shrewd idea of how 
her architect worked. She had too, presumably, seen 
something of his previous work. The lawsuit is over and 
the architect has won but the matter is far from closed. 
The April issue of House Beautiful, a fairly glossy Ameri- 
can paper with, I imagine, a large circulation, carried 
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an article by its Editor, Elizabeth Gordon, entitled 
“The Threat to the Next America.” This article, with 
many thinly veiled references to the Farnsworth house, 
made a violent attack on the asceticism of Gropius and 
Le Corbusier and Co. in general and on Mies Van Der 
Rohe’s architectural philosophy of in par- 
ticular. It was a cleverly written article and used argu- 
ments familiar to anyone who has ever argued about 
modern architecture and modern living. Boiled down to 
one sentence, it said “to hell with philosophy, let’s be 
comfortable” or “ What does it matter if we can’t think 
as long as the drains work and there is ice in the frig.” 
You may think that such an article is of no importance. 
If it had been published in a similar paper in this country 
it would scarcely have been noticed. But a sentence such 
as the following in what is supposed to be a fairly respon- 
sible American paper transforms the whole picture. “ Be- 
yond the nonsense of trying to make us want to give up 
our technical aids and conveniences for what is supposed 
to be a better and more serene life, there is a social threat 
of regimentation and total control. (This next in bolder 
type.) For, if the mind of man can be manipulated in 
one great phase of life to be made willing to accept less, 
it would be possible to go on and get him to accept less 
in all phases of life!” As an inset the article includes the 
ten points by which the attacked “international style” of 
architecture can be recognized, with a note that “ good” 
modern architecture may incorporate some of the first 
seven of them! Here they are. 1, Flat roofs. 2, Smooth 
Surfaces.

The Architectural Forum, in its May issue, answered 
House Beautiful in a dignified and almost too polite leader 
entitled “Criticism versus Statesmanship,” in which i 
stated that it recognized at least five different trends in 
modern architecture each headed by an architect of great 
ability or even genius. The followers of each thinking 
that they had the best answer. “ Who,” asks the Forum, 
“can really declare that his or her preferences represent 
‘free taste’ but yours are part of a conspiracy to subvert 
the nation?” The leader goes on: “The one sure out- 
come of some of to-day’s hatchet campaigns is that ordinary 
people will be thoroughly confused and disgusted. Not 
being up to all the esoteric issues being debated, they will 
simply conclude there is nobody in architecture they can 
trust. This may suit those editors and critics who might 
like to take guidance into their own hands, but it will 
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“A, & B.N."', September 10. 
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surely take guidance out of the hands of professional men. 
Major ideas do not gestate favourably in a mob.” 

The Forum closes by making its own position clear. It 
will do its best, it says, to avoid being captured by any 
of the new “styles” and to be guided by Style; to belong 
to no group but to publish the best work regardless of 
origin and on the basis of its individual merit and ideas. 

At this stage in the proceedings F. L. W. appears as a 
supporter of House Beautiful. In an article he clearly 
suggested that architects “rejected” by Germany should 
be equally distasteful to America. It is seriously sug- 
gested from Chicago that F. L. W. had a hand in draft- 
ing the notes for the original article in House Beautiful 
and it is known that there was, earlier in the year, a con- 
ference at Taliesin West at which the preparation of a 
systematic crusade against the International Style was dis- 
cussed, 

House Beautiful followed up with another article by 
their executive editor, Joseph Barry, entitled, “ Report 
on the American Battle between Good and Bad Modern 
houses.” The Farnsworth house heads the list of bad 
Houses with Dr. Edith as first witness. She loathes the 
house and everything about it. Many of her complaints 
would seem real enough to ordinary people, but what 
ordinary person would go to Mies for a house? With 
only the merest inkling about Mies’ theories on space and 
living one knows that there will be no place for the cuckoo 
clock, but that does not necessarily mean that the Farns- 
worth house is not a masterpiece. 

I await further news of the progress of the campaign 
with interest and feeling slightly sick. I am probably 
needlessly worried, for I am told that at CIAM 9 the 
whole thing was treated with a slight shrugging of the 
shoulders. Meanwhile, Miss Elizabeth Gordon has re-

PHOTOGRAPHS AT THE R.1.B.A. 


The praiseworthy object of the R.I.B.A. in bringing 
little known architectural photographers to the notice of 
architects is admirably fulfilled by the current exhibition 
at Portland Place. The exhibition is one of a series being 
held this year to celebrate the centenary of the R.P.S. and 
has been organized jointly by the R.P.S. and the R.I.B.A 
Architects are, as I have said before, conservative about 
their photographers, and frequently incur large expense 
by sending their favourites to all parts when a man on 
the spot could do the job equally well. There are 
some very fine pictures in the exhibition, and some of 
them are not by professionals at all but by amateurs. The 
Earl of Rosse in his opening address made one statement 
which should not be allowed to go unremarked upon. | 
understood him to say that colour photography was not 
necessary in architecture, and that black and white was 
perfectly satisfactory. Possibly Lord Rosse was thinking 
of half-timbered work. Colour is surely an integral part 
of all architecture whether one is thinking ef a classical 
building such as the Parthenon or a modern building 
such as a school. 

The Foyer at the R.I.B.A. is one of the most depres: 
ing architectural spaces of which I know. It always feels 
like the unused part of another room, which, of course, it 
is. All the same, the installation of some new lights has 
quite transformed it for this exhibition. 
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Why is it that not even the best photographers in the 
country can give life to the interior of a cathedral? Why 
do they never include figures in such pictures. An un- 
charitable friend said to me at the exhibition, “ The only 
way to treat these boys is to take them out together on 
the same wet day and set them down outside the same 
building, telling them to get on with it; thus only could 
one get an idea of their comparative skill.” 


THE CAMBRIDGE UNIVERSITY COMPETITION 

What has happened about the Cambridge University 
Buildings for the Arts Faculties Competition? The late 
Robert Atkinson and Sir Hugh Casson were invited to 
submit schemes in a limited competition years ago, but no 
result has ever been announced. No one appears to know 
anything about it. Must this not be very irritating for the 
competitors and is it in accordance with the rules? 


WHEN IS AN AGRICULTURAL 
TOO GOOD ? 


I have recently heard of a farmer who, having built a 
labourer’s cottage, has been denied the State rebate on 
rates and income tax because the cottage is said to be too 
good. It is not that it is too big but because it is too 
well built. It cost £2,300. It is very odd that when some- 
one takes the trouble to do a job well they should be 
penalized. This decision seems to encourage farmers to 
build as cheaply as possible without regard to amenity 
or the future.

THE CARAVAN CONTROVERSY 

The Lancashire Branch of the Council for the Preserva- 
tion of Rural England, in their annual Report, support me 
in my campaign for using colour to tone down caravans. 
Referring to a caravan camp on High Fell Gate, the report 
says: “Here the caravans are spread out in a narrow line

and they spoil the fine open views . . . . In an exposed 
situation such as this the light paint used on the caravans 
makes them extremely conspicuous. Most are parked in 
the same place over long periods, and it is not unreason- 
able to suggest that darker paints—brown, grey or green 
—might be used to camouflage them. The manufacturers 
claim that the light creams and greens usually adopted for 
caravans help to keep the interior cool, but is this effect 
so substantial as to warrant the disturbance so often 
caused to rural landscapes by these irritating white dots 
spattered over the view?” 

There are two quite separate points to be made. First: 
that local authorities should use their powers to site cara- 
van camps where they can enjoy the countryside without 
spoiling other people’s pleasure. Second: where caravans 
are already dug in and established, that they should be 
toned down by the use of colour—(I suggest a colour com- 
pounded of green and mauve to a vegetable grey) so that 
they do not catch the eyes. I hope this is now clear to 
the Editor of the Caravan, who in his letter last week 
came in like a lion and went out like a lamb.

The annual prizegiving of the 
S.E.S.A. Students Competitions was 
held at Kingston School of Art last 
Thursday. The President, Mr. Robert 
Paine, A.R.I.B.A., A.R.C.A., presented 
the prizes after a criticism of the work 
on view had been given by M. H. T. 
Cadbury-Brown, F.R.1.B.A. 

Mr. Cadbury-Brown’s criticism, 
which was both witty and informed, 
left no drawing unmentioned. Had my 
work been among those criticized I 
would have been well satisfied with the 
content and the character of his re- 
marks. ‘To criticize a whole entry to a 
competition is a major undertaking yet 
each student who was unplaced among 
the Jury awards learnt the principal 
reason for his lack of success, those 
who went away with book tokens or 
certificates of merit learnt ways and 
means to improve their work. 

I do not agree with Mr. Cadbury- 
Brown’s only remarks on presentation 
which were in condemnation of the 
white-line-on-black-paper technique 
and a general remark that too much 
time was spent on drawing and too 
little on design. I felt that this could 
have been developed and a few remarks 
upon layout, style and draughtsman- 
ship would not have been wasted, no 
doubt shortage of time prevented this 
aspect getting its due. 

The President’s address immediately 
before the presentation of the prizes 
was both brief and to the point; it con- 
tained some excellent pieces of advice 
for the student, the principal one being 
a suggestion for two lines of study to 
provide a basis of reasoning; the first 
the study of the architecture of one’s 
own country, the second the study of 
one’s own people of which one is part.

Existing ceiling beams did not form a satisfactory pattern 
so false beams have been formed to give a strong panelled or 
coffered effect all over. Existing heating panels in the ceiling 
precluded the use of suspended ceilings over the main floor 
area but one has been formed over the European counter 
area and serves to hide conduits feeding the counter. lights.

Similar 
panelling is placed over the end of the light area 


The corner enclosed show window is designed as part of 
the main entrance lobby with glass on the Bond Street and 
lobby sides. The side glazing is extended and returns in 
front of the entrance doors to form a glazed screen. On this 
screen the K.L.M. letters and insignia are engraved in deep 
sandblasting. The hardwood grille over the lobby and show 
window is supported on this screen and on a set of hardwood 
slats at the side of the lobby, running from floor to ceiling 


The subsidiary entrance landing is paved with travertine 
and Derbydene stone paving to match that in the “ Time 
Life” entrance hall. The main entrance lobby is similarly 
paved. The riser in both cases is faced with Ashburton 
marble. The steps to the subsidiary landing are in laminated 
teak on silver bronze supports 


Balustrading is in silver 
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bronze with a teak handrail. The showcase to this landing 
is in Weathered sycamore and on the wall next to this show- 
case is a set of old Delft tiles set in | sycamore frames. 


The long side of the light area facing New Bond Street is 
covered by a large wall map designed and painted by Henry 
and Joyce Collins. Under this are filing cupboards in 
weathered sycamore, the whole being surrounded by a deep 
teak frame. 

The European counter has a teak framed top and painted 
riser and is designed to be low enough to permit clerks and 
passengers to sit at the counter his counter returns on 
to the central pier to form an information counter with the 
front raised to a level convenient for standing enquirers. At 
the opposite end of this counter is a cash desk framed in 
silver bronze filled in with glass, teak veneered or painted

The intercontinental interview desks were designed by 
the architect originally for the same purpose at the K.L.M.

HIS new school is a “ three form entry ” secondary 
modern school, for 450 girls between the ages 
of 11 and 15. 

The core of any school is its teaching rooms, and in this 
school these are arranged on two floors in two “ wings,” 
with every room facing south-east to enjoy maximum 
sunshine, and yet with baffles outside to minimize glare. 
Each wing has its own coat and toilet rooms on the 
ground floor, accessible to teaching rooms and outside 
play-areas. The upper teaching rooms are projected 
over at the front in order to achieve natural cross ventila- 
tion in every room. In addition to normal form rooms, 
rooms are specially fitted for craft, art, science and 
geography. Domestic science rooms have up-to-date 
appliances for teaching the girls all branches of housecraft. 
Every teaching room, and the hall, is equipped with radio, 
relayed from a central control panel. 

Connecting the teaching wings at the front is a two- 
storey block containing staff rooms and lavatories, pre- 
fects’ room, study rooms, medical inspection and rest 
rooms, and a school library. 

The assembly hall, approached from the main entrance, 
has been so planned that its area can be greatly increased 
by throwing in the dining space and rear corridor, making a 
very large combined space which can be available for 
special activities and functions. 

School meals are served from a well equipped kitchen 
which is connected by a servery to the dining space. Lamp standard at the entrance 
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Physical training is taught in a separate gymnasium 
which has its own changing rooms, lavatories and showers. 
There are also large outside paved courts as well as playing 
fields.

The school is steel framed with precast concrete 
pot-and-beam RokCrete floors and roofs. External walls 
are 11-inch cavity brickwork. Partitions are light-weight 
concrete blocks. 

The hand-made facing bricks, by Colliers of Marks 
Tey, are dark brown in colour. The projecting fins at 
ground floor level on the sunny side of the classrooms were 
precast in sections by Girlings Ferro Concrete Ltd. 
They are of white cement with the diaper pattern 
imprinted by the original mould 

Floor finishes are :—wood strip in the gymnasium ; 
wood block in the halls and administration areas ; lino- 
leum in the classrooms and quarry tiles in the corridors 
and cloakrooms.

HIS school was built as an aided voluntary school under 
the 1944 Education Act, and is intended to take children 
from the present overcrowded C, of E. Junior and Infant 
School. The existing building will continue for the time 
being as an Infant School, while the new building, contain- 
ing four classrooms, and which has been designed to take 
the future addition of two more, will be for juniors. At a 
later date there will possibly be a covered way, linking the 
Assembly Hall to a new Infants’ School on the west of the

provision had also to be made for the 
display and sale of accessories such as 
dress jewellery, silk scarves, etc. The 
site was deep with a narrow frontage 
and had considerable depth.

Outside Treatment 


The shop is enurely glass fronted 
allowing an uninterrupted view of the 
full depth. There is a square lobby 
allowing the public to get a close view 
of the interior whilst inspecting the 
window display, the floor of which is 
only about 9in above the pavement 
level. The ceiling and floor treatment 
of this lobby is a continuation of that 
within the shop. The wall panel on 
the right is of marble with metal stars 
inset forming the Liberty “L.” The 
fascia above the marble “ proscenium ” 
opening is of t. & g. boarding with 
bronze and enamel letters secured with 
distance pieces. 


Interior Treatment 


A suspended ceiling has been formed 
giving the maximum possible head 
room of about 8ft.

Opening of E.D.A. Testing 


House 


The Electrical Development Asso- 
ciation’s new ‘Testing House, at 
Leatherhead, Surrey, was formally 
opened by the Association’s President, 
Sir Henry Self, K.C.B., K.C.MG., 
K.B.E., Comp.LE.E., on Monday, Sth 
October. The new building, designed 
by L. H. Bucknell and Ruth Ellis, 
F./F.R.1.B.A., was fully described in 
our July 23 issue. 

Dame Caroline Haslett, D.B.E., J.P., 
Comp.I.E.E., Chairman of the E.D.A., 
introduced Sir Henry and said that the 
Testing House was one of the greatest 
contributions that the Association had 
made to the cause of public health. 

Sir Henry Self replied that it was 
of fundamental importance that the 
quality of British goods should be 
beyond any question. It was essential 
that the great electrical industry should 
ensure that its prestige should suffer no 
setback. For this reason the Testing 
House had been established at the end 
of the war and in 1947 an alliance be- 
tween the British Standards Institute 
and the E.D.A. produced an internal 
committee the object of which was the 
elimination of “ duds,” which was very 
successful. 

Both the Board of Trade and The 
Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government were concerned with the 
activities of the E.D.A., the latter has 
a catalogue of approved appliances 
based on the work done in the Testing 
House. 


Mr. H. Nimmo, C.B.E., M.I.E.E., 
M.Inst.C.E., M.I.Mech.E., Chairman 
of the E.D.A.-B.S.I. Advisory Com- 
mittee on Electrical Appliances, pro- 
posed a vote of thanks to Sir Henry 
and mentioned that in the early days 
of the committee the majority of items 
that came before it for test and inspec- 
tion had been submitted by individuals 
on the Electricity Boards or by profes- 
sional organizations but during the last 
financial year 58 per cent had come 
from the manufacturers and importers 
themselves. 

Mr. Nimmo also stated that 90 per 
cent of the appliances examined last 
year were defective in some way. When 
the Testing House report was received 
by the committee recommendations 
were sent to the manufacturer with a 
view to improving the design, and in- 
variably the design had been improved 
as a result. 

It is interesting to note that nearly 
every European country already has 
laboratories doing work similar to that 
of the E.D.A. Testing House. 


Economy in Power Stations 
Construction : Inquiry Report 


The Committee, set up by the Mini- 
ster of Fuel and Power in the autumn 
of 1952 under the chairmanship of 
Sir Hugh Beaver, M.Inst.C.E., 
M.1I.Chem.E., to consider in the light 
of ‘present economic and supply diffi- 
culties whether any savings of materials 
or manpower could be introduced into 
the planning, designing and construc- 
tion of power stations, particularly in 


regard to scarce materials such as steel, 
timber, bricks and cement, has now 
reported.

One of the main objectives was to se¢ 
if economies could be secured so as to 
minimize interference with the 
building programme. The Committee 
finds that the total impact of power 
station construction on the national 
building programme is not great; the 
1952 programme was estimated to 
absorb 1 per cent only of the annual 
output of bricks, 2 per cent of the out 
put of cement and 1 per cent of the 
building and civil engineerin

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Fire Resistance 


HOSE responsible for the design 

and construction of buildings have 
in recent years become much more 
conscious of the need to take reasonable 
precautions to prevent any fire which 
may occur from spreading, and it is a 
subject which is of ever-growing im- 
portance to building authorities, the fire 
services and the insurance world. In 
order to combat the possibilities of fire 
it is necessary to be able to assess the 
fire resistance of materials used for the 
construction and equipment of all types 
of building so as to apply them sult- 
ably. 

As long ago as 1932 the basic docu- 
ment relating to this subject was issued 
by B.S.I. as British Standard 476 
Since that date this document has be- 
come fairly widely known and is now 
referred to with increasing frequency 
In 1945 a much-needed and major 
addition was made to B.S.476 to set 
down the now well-known test for sur 
face spread of flame. Recently a revi- 
sion of B.S.476 has been issued by 
B.S.I. in an endeavour to bring it into 
line with current knowledge and ex- 
perience. This document is now the 
basis for the assessment of fire resist- 
ance in most spheres, and especially for 
the fire precaution requirements of the 
revised Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government Model Byelaws (Series 
IV). The revision has amended the 
title of B.S.476 so that it is now called 
“Fire tests of building materials and 
constructions.” There have been con- 
siderable alterations to the standard 
which make the earlier edition quite 
useless. 

It should be noted particularly that 
the non-inflammability test has been 
deleted, as it appears that it was found 
on occasions to give anomalous results 
This test was mostly applied to fabrics 
and decorative materials. It is to be 
hoped that before long B.S.I. will 
achieve an alternative and acceptable 
test as there are many occasions, per- 
haps not so much in the sphere of 
building as elsewhere, when a test of 
this type is vitally important 

The combustibility test has been 
amended to give what are said to be 
more consistent results. The surface 
spread of flame test is one of very con- 
siderable importance in the building 
field since it is applicable to so many 
building materials, especially those for 
internal finishing, such as wall linings 
The test itself does not appear to be 
very greatly changed, but the method 
of classification has been amended. The 
mean spread gives a measure of the 
general standard of performance of a 
material, but it does not take account 
of the variability which is known to 
occur in different samples of most 
materials. The standard states that the 
revised method is intended to do this 
by classifying materials in such a way 
that not more than 1 per cent of the 
materials is likely to have a perform- 
ance below the standard of the class 


in which the material is placed, which 
proportion has been chosen as being 
acceptably small. 

Amendments have been made to the 
fire resistance test in order to standard- 
ize the method of control of the furnace 
temperature for all types of specimen 
to that of a standard time-temperature 
curve, although tolerances on the curve 
have had to be increased for contacting 
specimens for tests of longer than half- 
hour duration. 

For load-bearing structures under 
test the loading has been reduced to the 
design load, the reasons given being 
that the imposition of 15 times the 
design load, as previously required, was 
not necessarily valid, and by the change 
it was possible to bring the test into 
line with American practice. The 
water test has been deleted, as it could 
not be applied to all types of structure, 
nor could it be applied during the heat- 
ing period, as is likely in practice. The 
impact test has been deleted, as it is 
said to have been considered an un- 
satisfactory measure of the weakening 
effect of a fire and, as yet, it seems that 
it has not been possible to devise a 
satisfactory alternative. 

The standard includes, as an appen- 
dix, a simplified form of ascertaining 
the probable spread of flame value of a 
material without constructing the full 
size apparatus required for the standard 
spread of flame test. This simplified 
test should be of considerable value to 
the many concerned with the produc- 
tion of materials, particularly in 
development stages, after which the 
more costly tests by the standard 
method can be made for final assess- 
ment purposes. 

There is some measure of change in 
the terms used in this B.S. Materials 
are classified as “non-combustible” 
and “ combustible,” thus the word “ in- 
cumbustible” vanishes. It is to be 
hoped also that when the “ non-inflam- 
mability” test is revised and reintro- 
duced that it will be called “the flam- 
mability test,” since it is the “ flamma- 
bility ” of a material which interests the 
user. The combustible products are 
classified by their fire resistance for 
given minimum periods or by various 
rates of spread of flame. The standard 
points out the term “fire resistance” 
has often been used indiscriminately 
to denote the resistance of materials to 
ignition or the spread of flame. The 
use of the term in this new edition is 
restricted to the performance of com- 
plete elements of building construction 
without regard to the performance of 
the materials of which they are com- 
posed. The standard goes on to point 
out that materials which perform well 
in the combustible or spread of flame 
tests may not necessarily do so when 
built into the element of structure and 
subjected to the fire resistance test. 
The standard gives six standard grad- 
ing periods which are the ones now 
generally accepted and are widely used 


for purposes such as Byelaw require- 
ments. 

The Foreword states that considera- 
tion is being given to the substitution 
of the term “fire endurance” for the 
term “fire resistance,” as it is felt in 
some quarters that the former term is 
more appropriate as a description of 
what the standard tests measure. There 
would seem little doubt that the tests 
more correctly indicate the endurance 
to standard fire conditions, but one is 
inclined to feel that the expression “ fire 
resistance” is so well established and 
understood that a change might create 
more difficulties than it would 
eliminate. 

The importance of this British Stan- 
dard to both producers of building 
materials and components and to those 
who use them has been very greatly 
increased by the reference in the Model 
Byelaws to fire protection requirements. 
These requirements will, it would seem, 
necessitate manufacturers making 
better known, to those who specify, the 
behaviour which may be expected from 
their products when tested by these 
methods. 

There are difficulties which I believe 
may be experienced when referring to 
B.S.476, namely, that the tests are in 
some instances rather costly but, and 
what may be more important, they take 
a long time to carry out while the facili- 
ties for testing, particularly the larger 
elements, appear to be very limited; 
thus, to obtain information on new 
development may tend to cause bottle- 
necks in development work, but, given 
time, no doubt these difficulties will 
vanish. For those materials, however, 
where the spread of flame test is the 
one of importance, the simplified test 
set out in the Appendix should be very 
helpful even if the test results may not 
be quoted to users. This British Stan- 
dard also has very wide applications 
outside the building industry.

of some power stations—although it is 
recognized that this criticism arises in 
connection with stations designed 
wholly before vesting date. 

A further plea is for architects to be 
integrated as equal partners in the 
design team of each new power station, 
and the B.E.A. are urged to encourage 
the experiment of new building tech- 
niques in the interests of economy. 

The Committee holds that civil 
engineering and building work is split 
up into too many separate contracts 
and recommend that these be simplified 
even to the extent of experimenting 
with single complete contracts for 
single power station projects.
